till after his unhappy Flight from England. 

However the Univerſity, of Oxford, as 

a Teſtimony of the great Value and 
Eſteem which they had for the Family of 
their late Chancellor, choſe his Brother, 
the preſent Earl of Arran, to ſucceed him. 


KING James II. as I obſervd be- 
fore, having abdicated the Crown, and 
fled to Frauce, implord and obtain d 
Succours from the French King to re- 
eſtabliſn him, and, purſuant thereunto, 
he landed in Ireland, where he was join d 
by great Numbers of JIri/ſo. Papiſts: 
King William therefore thought it proper 
to reduce that Kingdom by Force, and 
having order d a ſuffieient Number of 
Horſe and Foot to be ready at an Hours 
Warning, and appointing his Royal Con- 
ſort Queen Mary to be Regent duting 
his Abſence, he deſired the late Duke 
of Ormonde to accompany him, for he 
knew he had a great Intereſt in that 
Kingdom. The Duke of Ormonde. will- 
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ingly conſented, and when King William 
| 4 to make him General of the Horſe, 
he very modeſtly declin'd the Acceptati- 


on of that Command, ſaying, That he

THe King was very well pleaſed 
with what che Duke had ſaid, and ap- 
pointed Duke Schomberg to be General 

of the Horſe; and the Forces having 
been embarqued, he ſer ſail from England, 


accompanied with the Duke of Ormonde, 1 
and landed at Carrickfergus in the North 


Part of Ireland, June the 14th, 1688. He 
behaved himſelf gallantly during the 
Wars of Ireland, but more particularly 
at the famous Battle of the Boyne, where 
King James and his numerous Hoſt of 
Frenchmen and Iriſh Papiſts, though moſt 


advantagiouſly ſituated, on the Side of 


the River, which the Zng/iſh and the

Dutch Troops were obliged to paſs, bes 
ing intirely routed, the King fled, and 
purſuing his Journey as faſt as he could 
to Materford, embarqued at Denn, 
and landed in France. 


KINO William, herihg obtain d the 
Glory of the Day, though. much con- 
cern'd for the Loſs of the Duke of 
Schomberg, who was ſhot during the 
Battle, ſent the Duke of Ormonde to 
Dublin, to ſecure that Metropolis, to 
cheriſh the Proteſtant Inhabitants, and 
enable them to defend themſelves. When 
the Duke arriv'd, he rejoic'd to ſee the 
Proteſtants who were confin'd in Churches 
and Priſons, well armed, and that they _ 
had appointed Captain Farlow, who but 
two Days before had been taken Priſoner, 
but bravely fought his way through his 
Enemies with Sword in Hand, to be Go- 
vernor of Dublin Caſtle, and he. continu- 
ed him in that Poſt, and aſterwards re- 
turn d and join d the Grand Army, giv- 
ing King William an Account of what he 
had done, and ſeen; at which his Ma 
jelty was s exrreamly well ſatisfied. 


TAE Victory obrain'd by chis Bar- 
tle, was attended by the Surrender of

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was ſcarce ſettled on the Throne; how- 


ever, it was agreed to by the Houſe; 
and the Duke of Ormonde offering his 
Service as a Voluntier, the King readily 
accepted it. Thereupon the Duke equip- 
ed himſelf with a very noble and ſumptu- 
ous Train, and pitched his Tent, which 
was magnificent and coſtly, very near to 
King William's, and for the Glory of his 
Country, kept open Table every Day; 


hae ſpared no Expences, by which he very 
much impoveriſhed his Eſtate; but he 
valued it not, eſteeming his Money well - 
beſtowed which was laid out for the 


Credit and Service of his Country. 


Ar the unhappy Battle of Lauden, the 


Duke of Ormonde behaved himſelf with 
wonderful Courage and Conduct; he 
often rallied the ſcattered Troops, When 


routed and put into Diſorder by the Ene- 
my; but when King William was obliged 


to retreat. had it not been for the Duke 


of Ormonde, he muſf inevitably have fallen 
into the Hands of the Enemies, who pur- 
ſued him very cloſe, 
THE Duke ſeeing the Danger his 
Majeſty was in, open'd his Coat, and 
rein'd in his Horſe, to ſlack his Pace, on 
purpoſe to be taken Prifoner ; and the

Enemy ſecing the Star and Garter, con- 
cluded immediately that they had taken 
the King, who, by this Stratagem, had 
an Opportunity of getting to a Paſs, 
which he ordered General //o9d to guard, 
till he could retreat our of the Purſuit of 
the Enemy. It was now rumoured, that 
King Villiam was taken Priſoner, ſeveral 
French Officers rode up and demanded 
which was the Prince of Orange?

diſcharged a Piſtol at him, but miſled 
his Mark, and was very ſeverely puniſh- 
ed for his villanous Attempr.

General's Tent, was by him enrtertain'd 
very handſomly, and with all the Reſpect 
imaginable, for he took him for King 
William, When he perceived that his 
illuſtrious Priſoner, as he call'd him, had 
receiv'd ſeveral Wounds, he order'd his 
own Surgeon to dreſs them; but upon 
the Requeſt of the Duke, a Trumpet 
was ſent to demand the Exel 3 
to attend him. 


THE Duke of Berwick, Ns Son

the French Service, hearing the Report 
that had been ſpread, galloped preſently 
to the French General's; but ſure no 
Man was ever ſo mortified, when, in- 
ſtead of finding King William, he ſaw 
the Duke of Ormonde. He then diſ- 
covered the Miſtake to the General, and, 
mounting his Horſe, took eight Troops 
with him, and rode ſo furiouſſy in Pur- 
ſuir of the King, that he did not take 
any Notice of the Enemy till he fell in 
with the Lord Marlborough, afterwards 
created Duke of Marlborough, who ſur- 
rounding him with forty Horſemen, ask d 
what he wou'd do with the King £ The 
"Puke of Berwzck replied, I wou'd Piſtol 
him, But I will prevent you, anſwered 
my Lord Marlborough. As ſoon as he 
perceiv'd his Error, he ſaid, 4b!

AT his Return, the, Dyke was very

junction with the Dutch, ſailed from 

Spithead the 11t of Juby, 1702, and an- 
chored in the Bay of Bulls, about three 
Leagues from Caazz, the 12th of Auguſt ;- 
and Sir Thomas Smith having ſounded - 
the Shore on the Back of the Iſle of Leon, 
in which Cadiz ſtands, and reported that 
there were two very convenient Bays to 
make a Deſcenr, the Duke of Ormonde,

upon the Landing in the Iſle of Leon, in

Orders were ſent immediately to Sir 
George Rook, to attempt the taking or 
deſtroy ing chem; and Sir Cloudeſley .

| gh the Boom, where he was receiv'd 
x by divers Broadſides from the Burbon and 
Hope, two French Men of War, that 
were placed within the Boom. The 
geſt of * Admiral Hlopſon s Divifion, 
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and that of the Dutch, under Vice Ad- 


miral Vander Goes, being at the ſame 
Time upon the: Boom, were becalm'd, 


and conſequently ſtuck, ſo that they

This he effected, 
and being ſenſible, that as the Duke was 
a Man of Gallantry, he would lay hold 
on the firſt convenient Opportunity to 
fight the French, and being apprehenſive 
that they would be worſted, and all his 
Meaſures be thereby Jefeated, he ſends 
a Letter to the Duke, intimating, that he 
muſt not engage 'the French, who were 
now no longer Enemies to England and 
added further, that he muſt obey ſuch 
Orders as he ſhould receive from the 
Marcſhal Villars, all which he ſaid were 
her Majeſty's Commands. The Duke per- 
ceived that he was duped, that the Secre- 
tary. had made him his Tool, and though 
he had the ſtrongeſt Propenſity oadgiaable 
to venture a Battle, yet when he reflect. 
ed on his Duty to his Sovereign, and 
that he muſt pay Obedience to her Com- 
mands, he deſiſted from following what 
was 10 agreeable to his Inclination. 


N oR was there wanting another prin- 
eipal Engine te procure the Downfal 
and Dilgrace of this unhappy Gentle- 
man; I mean an Engliſh Bilhop, who 
f profeſſed himſelf to be of the Communi-

on of our Church; in him the late Duke 
had placed an entire Confidence, by 
whom he was miſguided, tho he thought 
he could not err in following his Steps. 
Their Plot was almoſt ripe for Executi- 
on; however, they did not carry their 
Matters in ſuch a private Manner, as to 
prevent their taking Air in a critical Mi- 
nute ; which coming to the Knowledge 
of the Queen, ſhe laid it ſo near her Heart, 
that ſeizing on her Spirits, it ſoon haſted

T Eus, by the ſpecial Providence of

 LYICURGUS, who had reformed 
the Lacedemonian State, having received 
ſuch a Blow with a Staff, that he loſt one 
of his Eyes in a.
